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Solar Delivery!

Imagine stepping into 
a bus that has no transmission, 
is non- air- polluting, non- oil¬ 
consuming and is powered 
solely by batteries. Sound like 
science fiction? It’s the new 
solar- electric shuttle currently 
operating in Lowell. On 
March 20th, the bus began a 
regular route, linking the 
Gallagher train station with 
UMass Lowell campuses. 

The 22- passenger 
bus is the first of it’s kind in 
New England. Although it was 
designed for warm weather, 
the shuttle is being tested in a 
cold climate. The goal of the 
project is to develop a unique 
system which can attain near¬ 
zero emissions. The battery- 
powered solar- electric bus is 
operated by the Lowell 
Regional Transit Authority 
(LRTA) and owned by UMass 
Lowell. The bus, free of 
charge, runs between the 
Gallagher MBTA commuter 
train station in Lowell, UMass 
Lowell north and south cam¬ 
puses, Wannalancit Mills and 
Middlesex Community 
College. The bus is scheduled 
to meet every arrival and 
departure until 5:45 pm. 

The project was made 
possible by a $100,000 dona¬ 
tion by Massachusetts 
Electric, most of which was 
used for the initial purchase. 
The bus is manufactured by 
U.S. Electricar, which provid¬ 
ed the bus at a substantial dis¬ 
count. U.S.Electricar sold the 
bus for $88,000 to the Mass 
Electric/LRTA/UMass Lowell 
partnership. “This is the result 


of over a year of trying to get 
funding for the bus,’’says 
Dr.John Duffy, associate pro¬ 
fessor of mechanical engineer¬ 
ing. Duffy has been trying to 
promote the use of reduced- 
emission vehicles over the 
years and has been faculty 
advisor to the UMass Lowell 
solar race car teams. 

According to Dean 
Thomas Taylor, some of the 
money from the grant is for 
the drivers’ salaries and 
$15,000 will be paid to the 
LRTA per semester for hous¬ 
ing the bus. 

The shuttle runs 
approximately 35 miles on 
one charge before returning to 
Gallagher Terminal during the 
afternoon to exchange four 
battery packs. A small fork lift 
is needed to swap the batter¬ 
ies, which weigh about 3400 
pounds. The bus itself weighs 
11,500 pounds. The lead- acid 
batteries are then recharged 
during off- peak hours after 
midnight. “Hopefully within 
the next year, 70% of its ener¬ 
gy will come from the sun,’’ 
commented Duffy. Solar pan¬ 
els owned by the university 
will be installed on the roof of 
the LRTA bus shed at the 
Gallagher station. 

The project will also 
strengthen the city/university 
relationship. Until now, there 
hasn’t been a significant link 
between the Gallagher train 
station and the university. 
“This shuttle will encourage 
the use of public transporta¬ 
tion as well as reduce oil con¬ 
sumption and road conges¬ 
tion,’’ Duffy said. “It will also 
prove that non- air- polluting 
transportation is feasible.’’ 
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Any person responsible for any disrup¬ 
tion of University services or activities 
such as bomb scares, and false alarms will 
be prosecuted to the fullest extent of the 
law through the District Attorney’s Office 
including incarceration and restitution. 


House Plans Major Education Cuts

The U.S. House of 
Representatives is finalizing 
plans to cut $1.7 billion from 
student aid, fellowship and 
other education funds already 
approved for the Education 
Department. 

Republican lawmakers are 
taking the unusual step to re¬ 
open previously approved bills 
as a way to show their commit¬ 
ment to smaller government. 
The legislation would alter an 
education spending bill 
approved last year by Congress 
while under Democratic con¬ 
trol. 

The bill approved by the 
House Appropriations 

Committee also would chop 
another $1.7 billion from Labor 


Department programs to pro¬ 
vide summer jobs for youths 
ages 16 to 21. 

The largest student-aid 
casualty is State Student 
Incentive Grants (SSIG), which 
offers matching funds to states 
that offer their own need-based 
aid programs. The Clinton 
administration wants to phase 
out the program by 1997, but 
the Republican legislation seeks 
immediate termination starting 
with the $63.4 million set aside 
for the current fiscal year. 

Student leaders criticized 
the move, saying SSIG provides 
a valuable incentive for states to 
support student financial aid. 

“It’s a great federal/state 
partnership, but we always see it 
on the chopping block,’’ said 
Laura McClintock, legislative 


director of the United States 
Student Association (USSA). 

The bill also would cut or 
terminate nine scholarship and 
fellowship programs currently 
funded at about $85 million. 

Among those slated for 
elimination are Patricia Roberts 
Harris Fellowships, a $20 mil¬ 
lion program to recruit under¬ 
represented minorities for grad¬ 
uate education. It also would 
end the National Science 
Scholars program plus support 
for Teacher Corps, a program 
designed to help students pursu¬ 
ing a career in teaching. 

The plan also cuts $11.2 
million from the 1995 budget of 
federal TRIO programs, which 
targets low-income, first gener¬ 
ation college students.

TRIO received $463 mil¬ 
lion in last year's spending bill, 
but advocates say they were 
bracing for a cutback. 

“We know it would be dif¬ 
ficult because [TRIO] got an 11 
percent increase [for 1995],” 
said Arnold Mitchem, execu¬ 
tive director of the National 
Council of Educational 
Opportunity Associations. 
“Our greatest fear is that they 
would rescind the entire 
amount,” he said. 

Another program facing 
cuts is AmeriCorps, President 
Clinton’s national service pro¬ 
gram that targets college-age 
youths. Republican plans call 
for cutting $210 million for this 
program, about one-third of its 
1995 budget, McClintock said. 

If enacted, such cuts could 
have an immediate impact on 
students participating in service 
programs this year, she added. 

Other cuts that may hurt 
college-age youth include 
immediate termination of tech- 
prep education , a $108 million 
program in which high schools 
and community colleges offer 
job training programs in 
emerging occupations. 

The $1.7 billion cut in 
summer jobs programs at the 
Labor Department will affect 
both high school and college 
age youth, advocates said. 

“This is a defining moment 
in history,” said Paul Houston, 
executive director of the 
American Association of 
School Administrators, which 
opposes the cuts. “The cruelty 
we’re seeing to the future gen¬ 
erations simply must stop.” 

Outside higher education, 
one major casualty is the safe 
and drug free schools pro¬ 
grams 1 , currently funded at 
$482 million. Congress 
reformed this program last year 


to provide more flexibility and 
better target services for chil¬ 
dren in high-crime neighbor¬ 
hoods. 

Cutting this program “is a 
travesty for dedicated people 
trying to bring civility to our 
nation’s streets and even better 
education to our children,” 
Houston said. 

Members of the appropria¬ 
tions committee also voted to 
rescind $142 million from state 
grants under President 
Clinton’s Goals 2000 education 
reform program. The program 
offers states financial help to 
reach eight national education 
goals. 

The committee’s March 2 
vote on this package demon¬ 
strated strong support for 
rescinding funds in the House, 
but the Senate may not act so 
quickly, advocates say. The 
Senate “may have no stomach 
for recisions.” one advocate 
said. This bill would move on 
to the Senate after a final vote 
on the House floor. USSA is 
planning a major campaign 
later this month to draw atten¬ 
tion to the proposed cuts. A 
legislative conference in 
Washington will include a rally 
at the U.S. Capitol to protest 
the cuts. 

The student group also 
wants to defeat any effort by 
the Republican Congress to ter¬ 
minate the in-school interest 
subsidy on student loans. 
Students currently do not pay 
interest on these loans until 
after they finish school. 

The interest subsidy is not 
contained in the Appropriations 
Committee’s current package 
of cuts. However, it may 
become part of Congress’ bud¬ 
get resolution for 1996, 
McClintock said. 

“Once it gets in [the reso¬ 
lution], it will be hard to get it 
out,” she said.

Former Student Robs Bank to Pay Loans 

Chicago - There are a lot of college students who are frustrated by their student loan 
debt. Few, however, go the extreme Russell Nash did to try and pay them back. 

Nash, a former student at Indiana State University in Terre Haute, was arrested after 
trying to rob a suburban Chicago bank last week. He told police he planned on taking just 
enough money to pay back his debts-$3,000 for the school and $3,000 for his federal 
loan. 

On March 2, Nash, 22, took a bus to Oak Park, walked into a bank with a .32 caliber 
revolver and handed a teller a note demanding money. As Nash was leaving with the 
cash, the teller alerted a security guard. 

Nash ran to a nearby intersection to catch a bus home but was tripped by a bystander, 
who heard the security guard’s warning. When Nash stood up, he surrendered to the 
guard, who had his gun drawn. 

Police say Nash had $4,418 in cash on him when he was arrested. 

Nash graduated from high school in 1991. He planned on following in the footsteps 
of his two brothers and sister, all of whom had earned college degrees. But after two years 
at Indiana State, Nash returned home because he owed the school money. 

After quitting his part-time job in December, Nash says he planned on getting a new 
job and transferring his credit to a school in Chicago. 

He has been charged with armed robbery and released on a $10,000 recognizance 
bond. 

UC Berkley Student Sues State Dept. 

Berkeley, Calif. - Claiming his academic work was being censored on the Internet, a 
graduate student at the University of Califomia-Berkeley has filed a lawsuit against the 
U.S. State Department. 

Although it may be several months before the case is even heard, legal experts say 
that since the case centers on First Amendment rights, the decision could have a major 
impact on freedom of speech issues on the Internet. 

In 1993, Daniel Bernstein created “Snuffle,” an electronic code that could be used to 
scramble computerized information so it could be transmitted securely via the Internet. 

Given that the Internet was created by the U.S. government for the benefit of 
research and security, Bernstein figured he would go through the formality of asking the 
State Department for permission to post his encryption equation on the computer net¬ 
work. 

To the math student’s surprise, the feds denied Bernstein’s request, saying that 
encryption software is subject to export restrictions and could be uses to code potentially 
dangerous information. Therefore, the State Department stated, the only provider of such 
codes should be the federal government. 

State Department officials are concerned that the encryption software could be used 
by criminals-especially drug traffickers and terrorists-to exchange secret information. 

After being denied, Bernstein discussed his case with First Amendment experts and 
officials from the Electronic Frontier Foundation. During the first week of March, he filed 
his lawsuit in San Francisco against the State Department. 

“I want to publish my current and future work without interference from these gov¬ 
ernment censors,” Bernstein said in a released statement.

NU Professor Shot by Former Assistant 

Evanston, IL. - Shouting “You ruined my life,” a former research associate shot and 
wounded a Northwestern University professor after confronting him in a campus parking 
lot. 

A day later, the gunman shot himself, police said. 

Mario Ruggero, 51, a NU professor of hearing sciences, was walking to class between 
9:30 am. and 10 a.m. March 9 when he was met by John Arthur Costalupes, 45, a former 
research associate of Ruggero’s at the University of Minnesota. 

According to Evanston police, Costalupes shouted at Ruggero and fired three shots, 
hitting Ruggero in the pelvis, right leg and right wrist. The professor was listed in critical 
condition a day after the shooting. 

Several NU students reported hearing the gunshots and described Costalupes and his 
vehicle to police. Meanwhile, police guarded all entrances to the hospital in which 
Ruggero was treated after a caller contacted the hospital, threatening to “finish the job” and 
kill the professor, said a police spokesman. 

On March 10, Costalupes entered the Mayo Building on the University of Minnesota 
campus. When confronted by a campus police officer, Costalupes tried to flee the building. 
While struggling with the officer, Costalupes drew a gun and shot himself in the head. 

Minnesota police said they provided extra security on campus after receiving a call 
from a hotel clerk, who said she recognized a recent guest as Costalupes. 

Ruggero and Costalupes worked together at the University of Minnesota in the 1980s. 
Costalupes was fired in 1987 and blamed Ruggero for his dismissal, police said. In 1993, 
Ruggero left UM and joined the faculty at Northwestern. 

A NU spokesperson said that Ruggero never mentioned that his life had been threat¬ 
ened and had not requested police protection. 

What to Wear to Weak May Be Haider to Judge Today 

St Louis - In many workplaces, casual attire is replacing the traditional navy blue suit. 

But while dressing down at work may seem like a bonus to many new grads, it can 
prove “nerve wracking,” says Celeste Baron, director of career management at Maryville 
University. 

Baron says newly relaxed dress codes may allow employees more freedom of expres¬ 
sion. But “they can also send workers conflicting messages,” she says, “sometimes provid¬ 
ing employees with more rope to hang themselves if they’re not careful.” 

Achieving the new “sporty” workplace look is also expensive for new employees, she 
ads. 

“When dark conservative business suits were standard office attire, a professional 
look could easily be achieved and upgraded within a budget,” she says. “Now developing a 
professional look requires more creative thought-and usually more of an investment.” 

New hires should speak with anyone whom they may already know at work to see 
what’s acceptable. “Jeans may be fine,” she says, “and T-shirts may be OK, too-as long as 
they’re not worn together.” 

But what if you don’t know anyone at the new job? Do your research, says Baron. 
“The best strategy is to be particularly observant during the first few days and watch what 
the boss is wearing.”

The Student Government 
Association has been working long and hard on making this right 
available to students, so please take advantage of their hard work 
and evaluate as many courses as you like. The evaluation process is 
simple and doesn’t take more than a few minutes. It works like this: 

1. Scan-tron forms are available all over campus, and should be 
available in a future edition of the Connector . Specifically, you can 
find them in the North, South and Fox S.I.C.s, many Department 
offices and lounge areas, the Student Activities Office, the 
University Life Office, outside the SGA office in Fox 411, and you 
can also get course ID#s and other information by phone by calling 
934-5004. 

2. You will need a course directory packet. This packet lists most of 
the courses that have been offered by the University since Fall, 1993. 
Use this packet to look up the course(s) you wish to evaluate and get 
their ID# from the far right column. Enter this number in the ID box 
on your scan-tron form. Packets can be found in many of the places 
where scan-tron forms are available. You can also call any of the 
S.I.C.s (x4136, x2636, x5011) or the SGA office and get numbers 
over the phone. 

3. You are now ready to fill out your questionaire. There are a few 
questions, and there is room on the back side of the form for any 
comments you wish to make. 

These forms will be processed through the scan-tron reader and a 
print-up will be made showing how each class was evaluated. This 
information wil be made available to students, who can then use the 
information when choosing classes. The publication will also be 
made available to departments and faculty. Due to contractual 
arrangements, the information will have no bearing on a faculty 
member’s standing with the University. It will greatly effect faculty 
course standing with students, and this is the purpose of the evalua¬ 
tion. It is a meaningful and productive way for students, past and 
present, to communicate with each other regarding their experiences 
in specific classes. 

I would suggest that students evaluate many courses, those they 
have had bad expeiences with and those that were excellent. 

This type of feedback will be very useful to those who are unde¬ 
cided on a course in future semesters. Of you have any ques¬ 
tions about the process or where to find materials, feel free to 
call SGA at x5004 or x5006.

On March 6-12, UMass Lowell’s International Relations Club participated in the 

Model League of Arab States at Georgetown University. The Model League was divided 
into five separate committees, with three to four UMass Lowell students participating on 
each committee. This year UMass Lowell represented Libya and the Sudan 

The UMass Lowell delegation was one of the most active delegations present.

From the land of grunge, it’s

Dave Hillis wasn’t referring to his 
band’s style when he’d autographed “From 
the land of grunge” on a promo single that 
was given out at the show—he was merely 
explaining that the band comes from 
Seattle, the birthplace of grunge. His band, 
Sybil Vane, the opening act for grunge 
ripoffs Everclear, performed with the exem¬ 
plary talent that the headliners lacked. They 
are currently promoting their impressive 
self- titled debut release on Island Records, 
though Boston was the last stop in their 
tour of clubs dotting the map in the major 
cities of the U.S. Last week before the band 
arrived in Boston, I got the chance to talk 
briefly with co-founder/guitarist Dave Hillis 
and at length with lead singer April 
Devereaux. If this will give you any idea of 
how free-spirited and laid back these artists 
are: as I was interviewing her on the office 
phone here at the Connector, April was 
standing outside some where in 
Pennsylvania at a gas station in a telephone 
booth with no door. 

Unfortunately, my crude means of 
recording the interview did not pay off 



(most of my 
brief conversa 
tion with Dave 
was salvaged; 
the tape stopped 
just before 
talked with| 

April. Git.) But, I suppose that that’s okay, 
since printing the interaction between April 
and me would have been like printing a 
phone conversation between two friends 
b.s.-ing away the minutes. She reacted very 
well to my probing (to say the least) ques¬ 
tions about everything and nothing: from 
her favorite animal (she’s a cat person), to 
her favorite comedian (Madonna’s ex club¬ 
hopping buddy Sandra Bernhard)—and even 
her favorite sexual position (“The Swing”, 
which was demonstrated to me more graph¬ 
ically in mime when I met up with her at 
Axis)—she was perfectly candid with her 
responses. 

Though she refrained from comment¬ 
ing on most American political issues, she 
had a few choice words about the current 
American music industry: “There seems to

be this big British fad going on...there are a 
lot of snotty, pompous assholes out 
there...don’t get me wrong. I’ve dated some 
really nice Englishmen, but...” That subject 
seemed to touch some personal nerves with 
her. (Hmm. She must’ve gotten into a fight 
with some British musician at one time or 
an other). 

One of the most interesting comments 
that I made note of was her statement about 
censorship: “I...personally do not believe in 
censorship...for myself...I mean, for some 
people it’s good for them because it shows 
them how to think because they can’t think 
for themselves.” 

We went on to talk about more ordi¬ 
nary things, from her vision of an ideal 
world (“Day-sies...BLUE sky...no taxes, for 
one thing. Oh, and no McDonald's.” “You 
mean you don't like those Happy Meal 
toys?" “Oh, I like the toys...it’s just that the 
thought of eating red meat...blech.”) to how 
long she’d been singing and which vocalists 
she admires (She’s been singing since the 
age of seven, and she loves Elisabeth Fraser 
of the Cocteau Twins—which is certainly 
evident in her own work. Kate Bush, Annie 
Lennox, and Sinead O’Connor are also her 
favored female artists.) We ended the inter¬ 
view talking about the album: which two 
songs were her favorite, mine being “Fairy 
Tale” and “Distorting Angels”. “It’s really 
funny that you say “Fairy Tale”,” she said, 
surprised. “No one else favors that one 


except myself and our agent.” 

Dave Hillis. on the other hand, favors 
an untitled track that appears at the end of 
the album (just after the last song, 
“Intoxication”), and the fifth song, 
“Swallow”. No where was this more appa¬ 
rent than during the live performance at 
Axis. 


There were perhaps a little over two 
dozen Everclear fans who showed up early 
at Axis to catch the virtually “unknown” 
opening act. I didn’t recognize Ms. 
Devereaux until I saw an attractive young 
woman standing next to whom I realized 
was the drummer from Sybil Vane, Joey 
Veneziani; when I approached her, she was 
as welcoming as she was over the phone. 
During the moments before the perfor¬ 
mance, she introduced me to Darren, the 
bassist. Dave was busy doing last minute 
details, and before everyone realized it, 
Sybil Vane was onstage. 

They started off the 40-minute set 
with their first release, the mellow, solemn¬ 
ly sweet “Pixy”. Devereaux sunk into the 
rhythm as soon as the first notes were 
played, as if she was sliding herself into her 
favorite pair of old jeans; for a newcomer, 
she seemed very comfortable in the spot¬ 
light. As they blasted through their songs, 
no where else was it more evident that 
Devereaux was absorbed in her music than

Bighair 

The Pickle Farm 
(Energy Records) 

It seems like many bands 
these days try to single themselves 
out by mixing unusual instruments 
and writing thrash songs. Bighair 
is exactly this type of band. Most 
of the music on their album. The 
Pickle Farm sounds like too many 
other efforts by more talented 
groups. The music is strange, the 
mix is unconventional, the band’s 
sense of humor is weird, but it still 
sounds like it’s been done before 
(read: Primus). Bighair sounds a 
little (very little) like Rage Against 
The Machine before they worked 
on their chops and kicked out the 
fiddle player. 

Bighair includes a guitar, 
violin, drums, and bass, played by 


Tom, Obadiah, Andrew, and That 
Tod Guy (yup), respectively. That 
Tod Guy also sings on the album, 
though it’s impossible to figure 
out what he’s saying, (The lyrics 
are not included, except for an 
explanation that the words are 
‘dumb’). There are no last names, 
either, apparently these guys pre¬ 
fer to remain incognito. 

While The Pickle Farm is a 
pretty silly and incoherent sound¬ 
ing album, it does have a couple of 
ambiguous moments of glory. The 
sixth track, ‘Stoned Ant’, delivers 
a groove that inspires a listener to 
have minor convulsions, which is 
cool. This song also has a low 
‘rap’ voice underlying most of the 
track, which adds to the brooding 
funk atmosphere of the tune. 
Another song that’s not bad is 
‘Dill Weedy’, the last track, which 
reeks of Faith No More but can 
still stand on its own as a rather 
driving, unsettling tune. 

There’s a lot of this strange, 
noiselike, yet interesting material 
going around lately. It’s kind of 
like a virus. If you love viruses, 
Bighair should fit into your collec¬ 
tion perfectly. Otherwise, save 
your money. The album comes 
out on April 4. The band has an 
information line at 1-800-235- 
5678, if you want to call them and 
tell them how great they are. 


There’s another number to call if 
you want to say something else, 
but it’s unprintable. The Pickle 
Farm might be worth checking 
out, but borrow it first.

Rec Center vs. Student Center 

What happened to the new Rec Center? The original plan of 
this University was to build a new Arena-Rec Center, not an Arena- 
Student Center. When the politically influenced decision to locate the 
arena downtown was made, it was also decided to build a rec center on 
the same location as the proposed student center. This new rec center was 
to include 4 basketball courts, racquetball and squash courts, an aerobics, 
free weight and nautilus room and also an indoor track. The money for 
this rec center was to come from the eleven million dollars left over from 
the arena project, but as time went on deals were made to make the rec 
center into a student center. 

Costello Gym is inadequate for the students at UMass Lowell. 
After 3:00 p.m. on days between October and March, a student cannot 
play basketball or volleyball in the gym because of varsity sports and the 
intramural program. The present weight room and nautilus room are too 
small to handle the amount of students wishing to use them. Also, aero¬ 
bics classes are held in racquetball or squash courts. Coaches of different 
teams are forced to share very limited office space and more importantly, 
Costello Gym is not accessible by the school buses. With a new rec center 
all this would change. 

In the article "A Golden Gateway to a New Era", is as stated, 
"The ultimate goal of the new student center is to create an area that will 
bring students together, while accommodating their many different needs 
and interests." The students don't need a new student center for clubs that 
no one knows exist and it is rumored that new student government cham¬ 
bers will be part of the student center. For what? There is hardly anyone 
on student government. SGA is practically begging people to join. Mary 
Connelly, Director of Student Activities, Student Center and Commuter 
Services, described the new student center as a "mini mall". The students 
don't need a mall on campus. I can’t imagine a student from North or 
South campus getting on a bus going down to the student center at Fox to 
hang out and then getting on a bus to go back to classes. Why are only a 
few select administrators deciding what the students need and want in this 
facility? It is time for the students to be heard and to decide what we want 
and not the people who abuse the power they have in this University. 

A new rec center, as Dr. Hogan's original plans, would not only 
be attractive to prospective students, but it would also boost the schools 
morale.

It is time for 
UMass Lowell to join the other "Big Schools" across the nation and build 
a new rec enter (such as the Mullin Center at UMass Amherst) and not a 
useless student center that in time would become known as the "Eleven 
Million Dollar Mistake".

REGISTRATION BY PHONE 


Scan forms will NOT be used for registration. Early registration for 
all matriculating undergraduate and graduate students who are 
presently enrolled will be by use of the touch-tone Voice Response 
System (VRS). As soon as you have been advised, you can call the 
VRS registration system to enter your requests for courses. This 
method has many advantages over the scan forms such as: 

* ID number must be entered correctly; 

* You will be informed of any restrictions preventing 
your registration and will be told who to contact 
for additional information. 

* Course numbers will be read back to ensure accuracy; and 

* Each course entered will be validated against the mas¬ 
ter schedule. Detailed instructions on the use of VRS for registra¬ 
tion, use of PIN# for access, and other information are 

contained in the Schedule of Classes book for the Fall Semester. 
During the two week advising period, the registration phone sys¬ 
tem will be accumulating all student requests. Be aware that you 
are only making requests. Whether you call on the first day of 
advising or the last, your and all other requests for classes will be 
combined, prioritized according to credits earned by each student, 
and processed together on the evening of April 12. So while calling 
early will not give you priority for classes, it will let you avoid the 
last minute rush and difficulty of getting through to the system. To 
avoid busy signals, please call as soon as you 
have developed your schedule for next semester. 

After all requests have been processed, 

April 14, you may use this system to: 

* Listen to your schedule; 

* Through adds & drops change your schedule: and 

* If not yet registered, do so on-line over the phone. 

A printed copy of your schedule will still be sent to your depart¬ 
ment and the Office of Enrollment Services will continue to do reg¬ 
istrations during the cleanup period and between semesters for 
students who prefer or need to register in person. 

To access the system, dial (508) 934-2050 or 934-2049. VRS 
touch-tone registration will be available from march 27 through 
April 9, April 14 through May 19, and July 1 through 
September 18 during the following times: 

Monday through Thursday from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. 
Friday from 6 a.m.t o 9 p.m., and 
Saturday and Sunday April 8 & 9 from 6 a.m. to 11 p.m. 
When final exams begin until grade reports are mailed (end of 
May), you can also use the VRS system during the hours listed 
above to listen to any of your grades that have been posted. 
Please note: While this system will provide an easier and 
more convenient method for most students to enroll for classes, it 
in no way diminishes the need for students to be properly advised. 
You must ensure, through faculty advising, that you are enrolling in 
courses consistent with the requirements of your program of study.
